Of Early Campaign 


Last of Orisinal Treop Is 
Living tin London. 


A man who was one 
the origins] *tmounties’’ who es- 
ished law and order in the wild 
ihwest territories of the Nine- 
nth century Cunnida has been 
ind living in London. 
is James H. Fullwood, 88 
ars old, who believes that as ex- 
reoper 160 he is the only surviving 
nember of the three troops of the 
wly formed Northwest Mounted 
Police, which on June 13, 1874. 
crossed the United States border 
nto Alberta. 

They went to exterminate the 


Montana ‘‘bad men’’ who were ply 


ing the Indians with whisky, roo 
bing and murdering them and prey- 
ing on the few white settlers scat- 
tered through the territory. 

So widespread had their activities 
become that they were endangering 
the peace of the dominion. 

The ‘‘mounties:?’ had orders to 
suppress them at any cost. 

“We finally moved them off from 
Fargo, N. D., in a column two miles 
iong—horses and men, cattle, farm 
implements and Red River carts 
which you could hear squeaking a 
mile off,’’ Fullwood said. 

“We were making for Edmonton, 
Alta., at the foot of the Rockies, 
which we had to patrol. It was a 
hard trip of well over a thousand 
miles. It took us under five months 

“It was especially hard on the 
horses and cattle. Forage was 
scarce and grazing generally non 
existent. Yet day after day our 
horses covered 50 miles. Long be- 
fore we made camp at night the 
men were leading them. 

“About halfway along our trail 
we had to establish a ‘crippled 
camp’ for men and horses. Shortly 
after that the main body, which 
carried on, had pienty of meat for 
the first time. We were in buivalo 
country. 

“Our Colonel Macleod established 
his post in the Porcupine Hills. It 
was the first post ever built by the 
‘new police, and I helped with the 
construction. Today it is the town 
of Macleod.

PHILADELPHIA.—Facial mial- 
tormations soon may be overcorme 
4s a matter of course, Dr. Ray Ld- 
ward Raymaker of Missoula, Mont., 
told the convention of the Philadel- 
phia County Dental society. 

Dector Raymaker said that an) 
experienced dentist, using only his 
fingers and one sinall instrument, 
could reshape the pliable bones oi 
an infant’s face within 30 minutes 
after birth. In disclosing the results 
of 16 years of research, the Montana 
dentist stated that he had reshaped 
the faces of hundreds of babies. 

He declared that nipples for ba 
pies’ milk bottles should be pre- 
scribed by competent dentists after 
careful examination, because poor- 
ly shaped nipples cause upper jaw 
malformations. 

Doctor Raymaker, addressing the 
general assembly of the convention, 
told 900 delegates that he had be- 
come interested in the problems of 
facial malformations while giving 
anesthetics for obstetricians in Mon- 
tana. 

In a clinic the Montanan dis- 
played casts showing how various 
defects were corrected through his 
method.

Use of Carillons 


Makes More of Them Than 
All Rest of World. 


CHICAGO.—Europe may be the 
traditional country of carillons—but 
the United States makes and uses 
more of them than all the rest of 
the world together. 

France, Belgium and England are 
ordinarily associated with bells, 
but of 664 of the great instruments 
in the world, almost 450 are in the 
United States. And of the total 
number, more than 400 have been 
made in this country. 

These figures are from the rec- 
ords of J. C. Deagan, Inc., of Chi- 
cago, now engaged in construction 
of the world’s largest carillon—the 
75-bell instrument which will be 
heard at the New York World’s fair 
this year and later be erected at 
White Springs, Fla., as a memorial 
to the American composer, Stephen 
Foster. 

The study discloses that 84 per 
cent of America’s carillons are in 
church towers. With few exceptions 
all have been erected as memorials 
to some individual. Six per cent 
are in towers of schools and univer- 
sities. The remaining 10 per cent 
are in memorial parks, private es- 
tates and—typically American— 
atop office buildings. 

Reason for the popularity of the 
carillon here is the American de- 


‘ velopment of the tubular bell and 


the electrical playing devices which 
have done away with the ponderous 


} weight of the old type cast bell and 


the necessity of a carilloneur to play 
them. 

Of the states, Pennsylvania leads 
all the others with 53. Philadelphia 
New York state fol- 
lows with 41, Ohio with 29 and Illi-

Insulting Songs Mark Fiesta. 


“During this flesta an ancient 
Inca or even pre-Inca custom is 
practiced,’’ Doctor Mishkin related. 
“Hundreds of beautifully dressed 
men and women travel to the capi- 
ta] district for the purpose of choos- 
ing mates. The men and women 
line up on opposite sides of a plaza 
and sing insulting songs to one an- 
other disclaiming chastity and 
promising infidelity after marriage. 

“Actually this is the only time of 
the year that a woman may freely 
insult a man. Wives who insult 
husbands during any other period 
would receive a good beating and 
be thrown naked out of their home 
to die of exposure. 

“The fiesta lasts for six days, dur- 
ing which time a man or woman 
may try a number of different 
mates until a suitable one is chosen. 
The period of trial marriage then 
begins and may last as long as three 
years before it is made permanent 
or break up.

CLEVELAND, OHIO.—Lena Bur- 
rows, who calls herself a ‘‘kitchen 
chemist,’’ has spent 10 years in her 


laboratory, and claims now to have | 
perfected a new process for produc- | 


ing steel, and a method of treating

“T have found a way to smelt iron

Pitehmen, or street vendors, have 
always interested me. Of course I 
have known of some professionals, 
who by the use of ‘‘gimmicks,’’ and 
other misrepresentations, took the 
hide off the gullible.

And so has been accumu- 
lated a collection of watches with- 
out works, of hosiery, dresses, ties 
and: gloves so inferior they could 
not be used, of razor blades which 
were rewrapped seconds, of litera- 
ture ‘obscene and demoralizing,” 
and “of similar articles which re- 
sulted in loss to the customer and 
injury to the city.’”” The peddlers, 


the association maintains, are 
sharp, shrewd fakers, surrounded 


by shills and who can still go into 
court, pay fines and make a “mighty 
good salary by duping their buy- | 
ers.” | 


The coming of the parking lot will 
mark the invasion of business into 
the Murray Hill district against 
which the elder Mr. Baker fought 
until his death. With him in the 
battle was the late J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, whose home was across the 
street. Millions were expended to 
build barriers against business.

Only 54 of 207 Pupils 
Identify Stalk of Wheat 


CHICAGO.—The word wheat is 
commonplace. IXveryone knows 
what wheat is used for. Bread is 


made from wheat. 

But when 207 sixth, seventh, and 
eighth grade pupils at the Mozart 
elementary school were shown a 
stalk of wheat, only 54 named it cor- 
rectly. Charles P. Saunders, princi 
pal of the schcol, said the test was 
made at the suggestion of Miss Nel- 
lie F. Ryan, a district school super. 
intendent. 

Out of the 207 pupils, 109 admit- 
ted they didn’t know; 27 said oats.
